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The Emperor Francis Joseph met deputations at Buda- 
Pesth and informed them that the indications pointed 
most strongly to the preservation of peace. These as- 
surances are, as so often happens, coincident with in- 
crease in the military budgets of both Germany and Aus- 
tria, and with the refusal of the Italian authorities to 
reduce the armament of Italy. Germany is not only 
continuing the energetic development of her land force, 
which is perhaps the most striking military occurrence 
of this generation, but the Emperor is taking measures, 
characteristically original, for increasing the navy. In 
the last session of the Reichstag the deputies declined to 
appropriate 4,500,000 marks for new naval expenses, 
but their persistent ruler will ask them in the coming 
session to grant new items amounting to 10,000,000. 
Among the preparations for the late naval review were 
orders to the railway authorities to advertise popular 
excursions to the scene of the review. This was a clever 
scheme to work up popular enthusiasm for the navy. 
The State railways carried thousands of tourists, the 
excursion trains being filled to the standing room, At 
Swinemund the tourists found coasting steamers wait- 
ing to convey them to the fleet, and as the steamers 
passed the imperial yacht Hohenzollern the Emperor 
commanded his band td play popular airs while he stood 
on the upper deck saluting them. In this way 10,000 
landsmen, most of whom had never seen & warship, were 
afforded the fine sight of a fleet in manoeuvre. It was 
a shrewd move, and in the end the Emperor will prob- 
ably get what he wants for his navy. 


The tests of the dynamite guns are completed, and we 
look with interest for the report of the board of officers 
who have carried them out. Not to go back too far, 
this is the end of a long series of suggestions and of some 
experiments that date from the time of the Crimean war. 
Whether the results obtained will be considered so satis- 
factory as to warrant the adoption of the weapon even 
as an experimental piece, we cannot say, but looking back 
over the whole field of efforts to substitute some other 
projectile foree for gunpowder, it must be acknowledged 
that the results are fairly surprising. If the daily re- 
ports are to be believed the guns have worked with 
security and rapidity, and have landed their shot with 
all the precision hoped for. The extreme range, two 
miles, is sufficient to give the weapon value in some situ- 
ations. Othey important questions are connected with 
the use of the gun, and it is presumable that this-interest- 
ing subject will be treated from all points of view in the 
report. 


The Navy Department has received a report from Capt. 
Howison, of the Mare Island Navy Yard, concerning the 
recent accident to the caisson in the dock at that place. 
A board of inquiry, of which Capt. Higginson was Presi- 
dent, and Chief Engr. George I’. Kutz and Asst. Engr. 
Elliot Snow were members, investigated the affair, but 
could find no plausible explanation of the accident, al- 
though every person in the yard who had anything to 
do with the caisson was examined. The report states 
that the dock gates were wide open and the valves of 
the caisson were closed. The caisson was in no wise dam- 
aged, and was placed in its old position at a cost of some- 
thing more than $100. The only reason that can be ad- 
vanced for the accident is that the ropes holding the 
caisson were rotten and broke. 


An odd story of an attempt at vicarious murder comes 
from Hayti. President Hippolyte is said to have an af- 
fection of the heart that may cause death in case of un- 
due excitement or shock. Knowing this the revolution- 
ists made an attempt upon the life of Hippolyte’s mar- 
ried daughter, who lives with her father in the palace at 
Port-au-Prince. The palace gtfard, however, frustrated 
the attempt, and ten persons, believed to be concerned in 
the plot, were arrested and shot within 24 hours. This 
is a galley yarn, but even if it is no more it is a curi- 
Whatever the motive may have been, it seems to 
be true that an attempt to assassinate Mme, Alexis 
Gauthier, eldest daughter of President Hippolyte, was 
made.

THE WAR IN ASIA. 

An important victory'on land and a successful sea 
fight make this week a turning point in the progress of 
the war. In all their operations in Corea the Japanese 
have exhibited the greatest confidence in their ability 
to conquer. They entered the country by no fewer than 
five lines. In the extreme south they have a small 
force at the seaport, Fusan, which is reported to have 
met with reverses at the hands of the Coreans, but this 
locality is so far from the scene of serious operations 
that it was presumably occupied mainly to prevent the 
Chinese from establishing themselves at the point which 
is nearest to Japan. Another force landed at Kasuan, 
near the northwest frontier of China, and threatened the 
most available land route for the entrance of Chinese 
troops. 

The first serious movement of the Japanese was against 
thé capital, Seoul, which they seized, together with the 
King, and have made both military and political use 
of their advantage. ‘The Chinese occupied a city which 
the despatches call Ping Yang and the maps Ping-an and 
Pjong-jang, an old capital of Corea, about 100 miles 
north of Seoul, and a point where several roads meet. 
The various operations of which we have been receiving 
confused accounts for two weeks were preparations for 
a battle in this chosen position, the Japanese taking the 
initiative. They moved from three points, landing troops 
at Gensan, on the northeast coast of Corea, and in Ta- 
tong River, on the northwest coast. These two bodies 
formed the right and left wings of the Japanese army. 
In their advance on Ping-an the Ta-tong force was 
obliged to reduce a place culled Wang-chiu, which the 
Chinese had occupied, but the Gensan body seems to 
have advanced without opposition. The Japanese centre 
wis composed of a force that moved up from Seoul, 
though a part of it may have been landed at some point 
about Kai-seng, a port on the west coast, between Seoul 
and Ping-an. At all events. itis certain that the Japanese 
took the bold step of advancing from tiree distant points, 
intending to unite their forces in front of the Chinese 
position. It cannot be said that the country was open 
to them. On the contrary, there have been many indi- 
cations that it was hostile, and their bold division of 
forces, that do nut seem to have excessively outnumbered 
their enemies, implies a remarkable confidence in thein- 
selves and depreciation of their enemy. The Chinese are 
supposed to have numbered about 20,000 to 24,000 men, 
and the Japanese 30,000 to 34,000. 

The Chinese position was well chosen, and they utilized 
the old defences at Ping-Yang and threw up new works. 
The ground about them is described as rising and rocky, 
consisting largely of boulders and broken rock, which 
serve splendidly as ramparts for defence and prevent any 
massed attack by infantry or cavalry. The city walls 
are made of stone, brick, and tile laid in cement. Though 
dilapidated and half broken down at many points, they 
would serve materially as a protection gainst bullets, but 
would increase the efficiency of light artillery, a descrip- 
tion which is confirmed by the cable reports of the fight. 

On Saturday, Sept. 15, the Japanese appear to have 
considered themselves ready for decisive action, and be- 
gan at daybreak a cannonade of the Chinese works, 
which was continued without cessation until afternoon, 
the Chinese responding. The work with the heavy guns 
showed good practice. At about 2 o’clock a body of in- 
fantry was thrown forward by the Japanese and main- 
tained a rifle fire upon the enemy until dusk. Only the 
Japanese centre was engaged on this day. The Chinese 
defences suffered greatly, but the losses on both sides 
were small, both parties having taken advantage of all 
the shelter available. The Japanese troops, however, 
had gained some advanced positions. During the day or 
night the right and left wings of the Japanese army got 
into position on the flanks and rear of the Chinese, and 
at 3 o'clock on the morning of the 16th an attack was 
made by the Japanese columns simultaneously and with 
admirable precision. ‘The Chinese lines, which were 
strong in front, were found to be weak in the rear, and 
here the attack was a perfect success. The Chinese were 
completely taken by surprise, and were thrown into a 
panic. In half an hour Ping-an was in the hands of the 
Japanese, and their enemies were completely routed. A 
few of Li Hung-Chang's foreign drilled troops are said 
to have made a firm stand and to have suffered severely, 
but the comparative indicate that the 
Chinese forces were panic struck. 

The Japanese loss is reported to be only 30 killed and 
270 wounded, including 11 officers. Most of the casual- 
ties occurred during the first day's fighting, and very few 
were the result of the night attack. The Chinese loss 
is estimated at 16,000 killed, wounded and taken pris- 
oners, the killed being estimated at 2,300. Among those 
captured by the Japanese are several of the Chinese com- 
manding officers, including General Tso-Fung, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Manchurian army, who was 
severely wounded. A large number of prisoners were 
brought into the Japanese camp from houses in which 
they had hidden themselves during the final assault. Sev- 
eral thousand Chinese fled toward a valley to the north- 
ward, and, upon finding their retreat in this direction 
cut off, surrendered in a body. While these facts are de- 
rived from Japanese sources, they resemble perfectly the 
known results of conclusive victories over the Chinese 
in other wars. Of course the whole equipment of the 
Chinese army fell into the hands of their conquerors. 

The Japanese acted with energy after their victory, 
following the Chinese with promptitude. A despatch from 
Seoul says that within 10 hours after the conclusion of 
the battle the military engineers had completed a field 
telegraph line from Seoul to Ping-Yang. 

On the afternoon of Sept. 16 nine Japanese vessels met 
twelve Chinese war ships and six torpedo boats at the

mouth of the Yalu River, the northwestern boundary of 
Corea. In the ensuing battle four of the Chinese ships 
were sunk and one was burned, this being the Japanese 
account. Despatches from Tien-tsin agree in the numbers 
of the opposing fleets, but give the date as Sept 17, and 
supply details of the most important naval conflict of 
modern times. The work of transferring the troops and 
stores from the Chinese transports to the shore was pro- 
ceeding rapidly when the Japanese fleet was sighted, 


Admiral Ting signaled to his tleet to weigh anchor and_ 


form in line of battle, and the fleet formed in a single 
line, with the exception of the cruisers Kwang-Kai and 
Kwang Ting and four torpedo boats, which were in a 
second line at the mouth of the river. The Japanese fleet 
advanced at full speed while the Chinese columns were 
forming, unti] they came within range, when they also 
formed in line of battle, six in the first column, and 
three gunboats and five torpedo boats in the second 
column. The firing at the outset of the engagement was 
indifferent, but the Japanese were creeping gradually 
closer to the Chinese ships, and their gunners improved 
their aim. 

The Chinese barbette ship Ting Yuen was the first to 
suffer any severe injury, a Japanese shell bursting in 
her battery. A ceaseless cannonade was kept up on both 
sides for an hour and a half, when the Japanese ship 
Saikio, an armored transport, was rendered helpless. 
Two of the big guns of the battleship Chen Yuen were 
disabled, but she continued to use her smaller guns. The 
Japanese were constantly manoeuvring, but the Chinese 
held their original position. Suddenly two Japanese 
cruisers, believed to have been the Akitsushima and the 
Yoshino, followed by three torpedo boats, endeavored to 
break the Chinese line. The Chinese ships Ching Yuen 
and Chao Yung backed full speed astern to avoid dis- 
aster. The Japanese torpedo boats fired, but their pro- 
jectiles ‘were stopped by nets. ‘The guns of the other 
Chinese ships were quickly trained on the two Japanese 
cruisers, and they retired after a short time almost help- 
less. The Chinese declare they were sunk. 

The Ching Yuen was several times pierced by shells. 
The Chao Yung ran ashore while retreating, and became 
a target for the Japanese guns until she was set on fire. 
The Ting Yuen was in a terrible plight. A shell burst 
through her decks and she slowly foundered, while flames 
burst from all parts of her. The cruiser Yang Wei went 
ashore stern foremost and met a fate similar to that of 
the Chao Yung. The Tsi Yuen withdrew from the first 
into the second column. The Chinese torpedo boats 
vainly attempted to put the Japanese on the defensive, 
but the Japanese remained the aggressors throughout 
although two or three attempts to break the Chinese line 


were repulsed. Both sides suffered severely. Many guns” 


on both sides were disabled, the battered ships rolled 
heavily, and their steam pumps were kept constantly at 
work to keep them afloat. The captain of the Chih Yuen 
fought bravely when his ship was little better than a 
wreck, until the cruiser was sunk by a torpedo and her 
crew engulfed. 

The length of the engagement is explained by the fact 
that for two hours there was a running fight, and after 
the first three hours the firing was intermittent. During 
the last hour of the battle some of the Chinese ships ran 
out of ammunition, and some of the Japanese ships 
threatened to founder. At dusk the Japanese ships moved 
slowly southward in double line. The net result of the 
fight was the total loss of four Chinese ships. What the 
Japanese suffered is not known, but they deny that any of 
their vessels were lost. Considering that there were 
some 12-in. guns in the Chinese fleet, this is remarkable 
if true. 

The Chinese at Ping-an are supposed to have fled north- 
ward, but though reinforced it is not likely they will be 
able to hold the passes in the mountains. Kirin, the 
province immediately north of Corea, is one of the prin- 
cipal Chinese. military centres, but many of the troops 
there still practice with the bow and arrow. Very few 
have had anything tike European drill. There can be 
little doubt that Corea has been lost at one blow, and 
if the Japanese continue their aggressive activity the 
Chinese will not be able to land an important force there 
unless they win substantial successes elsewhere. There 
is much speculation concerning the next move on tie 
part of their enemy, but nothing authoritative has come 
from Japanese sources on that subjett. Chinese despatches 
say that Count Yamagata, conimanding the forces in 
Corea, is marching with 45,000 Japanese troops on Mouk- 
den, but this may be a correspondent’s guess. 

The prisoners taken at Ping-an have been sent to 
Japan, and this action is said to be due “to the extra- 
ordinary influence which the forced retention of Chinese 
by a foreign nation will have upon the people of China. 
When the fact is generally known that these Chinese 
are held in bondage, there may be riots against the gen- 
eral Government, and even against the provincial and 
local authorities. This wholesale transportation of Chin- 
ese prisoners to Japan is a strategic move of importance.” 
We think that the Chinese have been deported in previous 
wars, and if disturbances arise they will not be due to 
deep-seated sympathy with the prisoners on the part of 
their countrymen. At least such sympathy is not shown 
in other relations of life. 

The Japanese war loan, the lists of which closed Sept. 
20, has received subscriptions covering three times the 
amount of the loan, which is for $30,000,000 at 5 per 
cent. The patriotic feeling of the Japanese is indicated 
by the fact that the native bankers insisted on a rate 
vt = pene of 6 per cent., which the Government pro- 
posed. 

A late despatch to the Japanese Legation in Washing- 
ton (Sept. 20) says: “The loss of Japan in the battle of 
Ping Yang, as far as ascertained, was 11 officers killed, 
154 men killed, 30 officers wounded, 521 men wounded, 
besides 40 officers whose fate is unknown. The Chinese 
loss is over 2,000 killed, and the number of wounded is 
not yet known.” 


The Elmira “Gazette” of Sept. 15 publishes an article 
by Second Lieut. W. A. Campbell, 9th Inf., on the Bra- 
zilian Rebellion. He traces the rebellion to its source, 
ascribing it to the personal ambition of the chief execu- 
tive, who promoted it by his abuse of power in an at- 
tempt to secure his own re-election. The constitution of 
Brazil forbade the re-election of a President, but Peixoto 
held that this did not apply to him, as he succeeded to 
the Presidency from the Vice-Presidency. He accord- 
ingly declared himself, in March, 1893, a candidate for 
re-election, and he vetoed the bill passed by Congress de- 
claring that Vice-Presidents who become President should 
be subject to the same rule of ineligibility as elected Presi- 
dents. This was more than the liberty-loving people of 
Brazil could endure, so Admiral Mello, who had led the 
navy against the Empire under Dom Pedro, and headed 
the revolt against the first President, again took up arms 
against Peixoto. Distrusting his regular troops, Peixoto 
confined all but one regiment of them in barracks and 
nearly all the fighting was done by the national guard 
and volunteer battalions. The arms used were principally 
the Comblain and Mannlicher rifles, and the national 
guards did not hesitate to pour out their blood in defense 
of their de facto government. 
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ORPNANCE NOTES. 


Three Johnson 10-in. cast-steel shells were fired at a 
17-in. Carnegie Harveyized plate at Indian Head proving 
grounds Sept. 11 without conclusive results, and further 
tests of these projectiles will be continued until their 
practical utility is definitely determined. The shells were 
made by the Midvale works. 

The Navy authorities propose to invite bids for cast 
steel shells for the 13-in. gun. They will hold 60 lbs. of 
bursting charge. 

Renewed tests of the pneumatic gun, Sept. 3, again 
showed qualities in excess of the requirements. The test 
was for capacity, without projectiles, and the guns gave 
50 shots for the first hour, 33 for the second, and 335 for 
the third. The trials yet to come before final acceptance 
are for the 8-in. gun, which piece must illustrate the ac- 
curacy with which it can throw a shell with 100 lbs. of 
nitro-gelatine at a range of 2,600 yards. The test will not 
tuke place until perfectly clear weather admits a safe 
trial of the piece. When the atmosphere is at all hazy, 
the officers are afraid to use loaded shell, as it might re 
sult in a serious casualty to some mist-screened vessel. 

Aluminum for use in the Army has not proven such 
2 suceess after all. Reports have just been received 
from the Department of Colorado, where extensive ex- 
periments have been made with this metal for cooking 
purposes, by the Ordnance Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment. The aluminum horse shoes are a failure, and no 
further experiments will be conducted with them, it be- 
ing the opinion of the officers generally that the new 
iron shoe just adopted is good enough for all purposes, 
It was found that the aluminum cup could not stand the 
heat very well where cooking was required. The De- 
partment, however, will continue its experiments with it. 
in view of the adoption of the new cartridge belt, the belt 
plates were returned without report. 

For 6-pounder batteries of the Alert, Lancaster and 
several other older vessels, which are soon to have their 
etliciency of secondary batteries increased, the Navy De- 
partment has decided upon the Driggs-Schroeder system, 
und has placed the order for these guns with the Driggs 
Ordnance Co: A contract will also soon be made with 
either the Driggs company or the Hotchkiss company 
for a number of 1-pounder guns for these vessels. 

The Ordnance Department of the Army has completed 
a web pistol cartridge belt, capable of carrying 32 cart- 
ridges. This will be divided and 16 cartridge sockets will 
be placed on each side of the fastener of the regular rifle 
cartridge belt in front. ‘The pistol cartridge belt is of the 
same shade as the new belt adopted for Army use. 

The following allotments were made by the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications at its session of Aug. 20, in 
New York city: A tripod mount for the Robertson ma- 
chine gun, $250; Lieutenant McRafferty’s re-locator, 
$175: for expenses connected with test of Guden spring- 
return mortar carriage, $450; for the erection of a para- 
pet of timber in front of 10-in, gun mounted on Guden 
disappearing gun carriage, $1,500. This last allotment 
is made with a view to ascertaining the effect of blast 
from discharge of high-power sea-coast defence guns on 
parapets from weapons mounted on these carriages. 

The Navy Department has been advised that the Car- 
negie Steel Company will soon have ready for shipment 
plates representing two different groups of armor. lhe 
first is composed of 8-inch and 6-inch armor for the bar- 
bettes of the lowa, and 8-inch and 4-inch armor for the 
Brooklyn. The other group contains 17-inch armor, and 
its trial will have great interest, as it is hoped that the 
new plates will be better than the one which succumbed 
to a Wheeler-Sterling projectile. ; 

Interesting results were obtained at Indian Head in 
efforts to pierce Harveyized armor. The plate used was 
the 17-in. Carnegie, which had shown excellent quality 
in its acceptance tests, and it was attacked by 10-in. 
Holtzer shells, made for the purpose by the Midvale com- 
pany. and by a Johnson shell. The muzzle velocity was 
2,000 ft. per second. One Midvale shell was somewhat 
soft and penetrated 12 ins., but the other went into the 
plate to the depth of 20 ins. The Johnson shell, which 
was of a lot designed with the sole intent of overcoming 
the resistance of Harveyized armor, also forced its way 
20 ins. into the plate. Last week the Johnson shells were 
tried with less conclusive results. 

Mr. Frank Taff, of Whitestone, L. L., 
inventors who have sought to imitate tl a of 
fish’s tail in the propulsion of vessels. His model is 5 ft. 
3 ins. long, 8 ins. wide and draws 5 ins. of water. She 
was fitted with a small vertical engine of 144-in. stroke, 
whose boiler carried 20 lbs. of steam to develop about 
1-30 of a horse power. Along the side of the hull are 
four little black fins, fastened to shafts in pairs, two on a 
side. These fins are patterned after the tail of a fish, 
and the main surface, which is called the web, is thinned 
down towards the edges and strengthened by ribs of pli- 
able metal. When the engine is started the shafts work 
athwartships, and by their motion the fins are set wig- 
gling after the manner of a fish’s tail. In a recent trial 
at the Battery, New York, Mr. Taff lighted the small 
gasoline lamp under the boiler and steam was up in a 
short time. hen he launched his model and headed her 
for the open river, following in a row boat. The model 
began to glide away, slowly at first, but soon her speed 
accumulated and she cut through the waves like a torpedo. 
There was no churning astern of her such as is see€n in 
the case of screw propellers, but the little craft spun 
along as if upon invisible wings. As the rough water of 
the river was reached, Mr. Taff found that the choppy 
waves were too much for his model. Not wishing to have 
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her sunk, he rowed up and extinguished the light. While 
such devices have never been of much value, the de- 


mands of naval architecture are constantly changing, and 
there may be point in the inventor’s assertion that his 
idea is particularly adaptable to submarine boats, as the 
latter, when worked by screw propellers, have a tendency 
to lower their bows. The fin propeller can be canted to 
any angle to counteract this.

NAVAL WAR COLLEGE. 


The lectures for the week ending Sept. 15 were: “Ihe 
Terpedo in Warfare,” Lieutenant Holman; “Land Strat- 
egy.”

The U. S. Signal Service has accomplished a notable 
feat in signaling by heliograph from -Mount Uncom- 
pahgre, Colorado, to Mount Ellen, Utah, a distance of 
183 miles. The greatest distance heretofore covered was 
125 miles, from Lookout Peak and Mount Graham. It 
is of especial interest that no extraordinary means were 
used for success. The Signal Corps heliograph was used, 
having a minor of 64 square inches. In Europe a perma- 
nent service has been established between the Islands of 
Mauritius and Reunion, a distance of 117 miles, but the 
apparatus is much larger and especially designed for this 
work. 

It has just become’ apparent that one of the purposes 
of Assistant Secretary of War Doe in making his inspec- 
tion trip of Northern posts is to ascertain the number of 
civil employees of the Army, their distribution, necessity 
for their employment, etc., as provided for in the Army 
Appropriation Act. It is expected that Assistant Secre- 
tary Doe's inspection will be superficial and that the In- 
spection Department will have to go over the ground 
again, not only in the North, but in other sections. 

A military correspondent of London “Truth” alleges 
insubordination akin to mutiny in the British Volunteers. 
He states that at the recent volunteer camp at Lustleigh, 
one company of the Sth Devon was ordered to remain 
behind on the closing day to strike the tents and per- 
form other fugitive duties, and that striking the tents 
in their own lines, they refused to do anything further 
in other words, they mutinied. It is no uncommon thing, 
it is added, on the authority of a volunteer officer, to 
hear grumbling in the ranks when any specially un- 
pleasant or arduous task has to be performed, nor for 
company officers to be told when they come to make in- 
quiries that the men are “volunteers, and will not be 
treated like soldiers.” 

Five years’ examination of Japanese recruits enrolled 
at the age of 20 shows the following averages: Height, 
5 ft. 4% ins.; weight, 126.57 lbs.; chest measurement, 
32.99 in.; cubic capacity of lungs, 3,531 centimetres. 
About one-half of the young men rejected on account of 
disability or deformity suffer from defective vision, her- 
nia, or weak joints. The average rejections per 1,000 
are but 48.83, as against 397.43 per 1,000 in England; 
from which it is argued that the examination is less strict 
in Japan. Only one conscript in ten is taken, for, al- 
though fully 200,000 are physically qualified, only 20,000 
are enrolled annually for service with the colors. ‘Ihe 
flower of the population is in the army. 

The officers of the second and third divisions of the New 
York Naval Reserves have presented a round silver tray 
to the wardroom mess of the cruiser San Francisco, as 
an acknowledgment of courtesies received during their 
eruise last July. It bears a 10-in. bas-relief engraving 
of the ship, below which is the gpecrigtion: “The officers 
of the United States flagship San Francisco, from. the 
officers of the Second and Third divisions, First Naval 
Battalion, State of New York, July 21 to 30, 1894.” On 
the back of the tray are the names of Lieuts. S. Dana 
Green, W. Butler Duncan, Jr., W. Irving and E. ©. 
Weeks, and Ensigns T. E. Zeraga and W. J. Henderson, 
who united in arranging for the souvenir. The tray is 
highly valued by the officers of the San Francisco, who 
have given it a place with the silver plate presented by 
the city of San Francisco when the vessel went into com- 
mission. The first and fourth divisions of this city and 
the Rochester division, who cruised on the New York, 
presented with the same purpose a set of link sleeve but- 
tons to each officer of that.vessel.

The “Herald” reminds us that many of the commanders 
of the Japanese vessels are young oflicers who were edu- 
cated at the United States Naval Academy. There have 
been eleven Japanese graduated from Annapolis, and 
sixteen have been enrolled. Of the seven leading captains 
ranking highest, those who have done the best service are 
all abeut 35 years of age and full of loyalty to their Km- 
peror first, and their alma mater, Annapolis, next. ‘The 
tirst Japanese graduate is at the head of the naval es- 
tublishment, as chief executive oflicer, under the direc- 
tion of the Emperor. The second graduate is flying the 
pennant of a rear admiral from the Naniwa, which was 
prominent in Monday's battle. Commander Gibson, who 
recently returned from a three years’ cruise in the Japan- 
China waters, gives a most interesting account of the 
condition of discipline and morals of the Japanese fleet. 
“The ships are all commanded by Annapolis graduates,” 
said he, “and they made me feel proud of the work done 
at our naval school. The captains are all young men, 
full of zeal in their profession, and know its details thor- 
oughly. It made some of us feel the slowness of pro- 
motion at home to the boys we educated full 
captains, commanding vessels that would be a credit to 
uny nation’s fleet. The methods, exercises, discipline, are 
all precisely as they would be on an American ship of 
the same class. The Japanese are born sailors, full of 
daring, and quite equal in professional acquirements and 
practical knowledge to any officers of their experience 
in our Navy or that of England. The ships are fully 
manned, and their batteries are four 8-inch and 6-inch 
Armstrong guns, besides the usual complement of rapid 
firing guns. It is a rare thing that such young officers 
get the opportunity these have.” 

The N. Y. “Times” of Sept. 20 says: “Arthur Mercer 
was at Fifth avenue and 42d street about 8 o'clock last 
night, when some political organization, with bands of 
music, passed through the street. The rear of the pro- 
cession was taken up by about 100 young roughs, who 
made things lively and picked the pockets of several 
persons. Mr, Mercer said that he followed the crowd as 
far as J4th street, in the hope of finding a policeman, but 
failed in his search. “Three of the roughs set upon me,’ 
said Mr. Mercer, ‘cuffed-me about and stole my watch 
and chain. Then they knocked me down, and, in the 
scrimmage, I lost my hat. At 54th street they knocked 
down and kicked one man until I thought they would 
kill him. My friend, Mr. Caldwell, who tives in the 
same house, lost his chain and charm, and was also 
kicked and knocked about. In fact, any one who hap- 
pened along was either jostled or knocked about at a 
lively rate, Even after it wa@all over we looked in 
vain for a policeman.”

E. O. C. Ord, 22d Inf., writes to the paper from 
Searcy, Ark., and says: “Though General Ord did not 
always wear his uniform, nor dress in the most expen- 
sive citizen costume, he was a perfect gentleman of the 
old school, and in the care of his person was always 
most scrupulously clean and neat, and it was due in a 
great measure to this particular care and attention of 
his person that up to almost the very day of his sad de- 
mise he was possessed of the vigor and life of a man of 
30 years; erect, straight as an arrow, with a wonderful 
activity and physical power unequalled by any one I have 
ever seen approaching the same age.

It is well the article opened with an 
apology. I never allow a statement of this nature re- 
flecting upon the character of my honored father to pass 
unnoticed.” 

The cavalry is the first arm of the Service to get in 
its fish story this year. Major Chas. D. Viele, at Cata- 
lina Island, Cal., has broken all previous records by tak- 
ing a fish that weighed 158 pounds and was 51% feet long, 
on a light rod and with the lightest kind of a line. For 
two hours and a half, or from 11:30 until 2 o’clock, the 
fish towed the boat about, taking the line, testing the 
rod time and time again, but by the skill of the fisher- 
man and good management on the part of the captain 
of the Mascot, the big fish was brought in. The Pasa- 
dena “Star” says: “The catch of Major Viele is a not- 
able one, and in all probability the largest and heaviest 
fish ever caught on a rod and reel of the size. The line 
was No. 15 Cuttyhunk, almost the smallest used for any 
fishing, the rod being what the Tuft-Lyons Company 
ealls a yellowtail rod of lance wood. Gentlemen who 
have fished here for years and who have taken jewfish 
pronounced the feat impossible, and others laughed at 
the very suggestion. It is not likely to become a popu- 
lar method, on account of the hard work, but that it 
can be done Major Viele has demonstrated beyond ques- 
tion. This fish has been painted by Mrs. Farr, and will 
be exhibited in Pasadena in October in a collection of 
the game fishes of Catalina, which she is preparing.” 
This catch has naturally excited great remark among 
California sportsmen. Now that we have begun we 
may as well give other fish stories. Mrs. W. R. Farring- 
ton, of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., lately captured a musca- 
longe 53 inches long and weighing 41 pounds. One of 
the largest, if not the largest, rainbow trout ever bred 
and raised in captivity died at the U. S. fish hatchery 
at Craig Brook, Orland, Me., a few days since. Its weight 
was 15 pounds 10 ounces; length, 274% inches; depth, 8% 
inches; age, 5 years 4 months.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Mrs. Bradley, mother of Capt. A. E. Bradley, Assistant 
Surgeon, died Aug. 31 at Buffalo, _ 

Mrs. D. A. Rogers, sister of the late Gen. John A. 
Logan, died Sept. 15, at Murphysboro, Til. 

Dr. Frank Muhlenberg, who died Sept. 7 at Lancaster, 
Pa., was an uncle of Major F. C. Muhlenberg, Paymas- 
ter, and a brother of Capt. Grank P. Muhlenberg, 13th 
Inf., who resigned in 1866, and of Lieut. E. D. Muhlen- 
berg, 4th Art., who also resigned in 1866 and died March 
19, 1883. 

Blake H. Durant, familiarly known as “Old Shady,” 
formerly servant of General Sherman, and who has been 
mentioned in his memoirs of the war, died at Grand 
Forks, Dak., Sept. 17. Durant was a private in the 
71st Ohio Volunteers, and was detailed as cook to Gen- 
eral Sherman. 

There is deep sympathy in Naval and other circles for 
Pay Director T. T. Caswell, U. 8S. N., who has lost his 
wife and daughter within four days of each other. Some 
weeks ago Mrs. Caswell and her 17-year-old daughter, 
Gertrude Ford Caswell, went to Berkley Springs, Md.., 
for a short stay. While there both contracted typhoid 
fever, from which Miss Caswell died Sept. 7 and Mrs. 
Caswell Sept. 11. The funeral of Miss Caswell took place 
at Annapolis, Md., Sept. 8 and that of Mrs. Caswell in 
the same city Sept. 13. 

Freeman Snow, Ph. D., instructor in international law 
in Harvard University, fell dead of heart disease on Wed- 
nesday at Nelson, Pa.. where he was spending his vaca- 
tion. Dr. Snow was 53 years old; he was born in 1841 
in Fredonia, N. Y. He was one of the first men to 
volunteer for the war, going to the front with the Sth 
New York Inf., and later joined the 104th New York. 
He rose to be captain, was twice wounded, and at Chan- 
cellorsville lost the use of his right arm. After the war 
he prepared for Harvard at Andover, entered the class 
of 1873, and after graduation taught as professor of 
history at the Naval Academy at Annapolis, and later 
studied abroad and took his doctor’s degree at Harvard. 
Six years ago he wes appointed to the chair he held at 
his death. He was reeognized as one of the highest au- 
thorities on his subject in the country: his “Cases on In- 
ternational Law,” published last year, is a standard 
work, and this summer he was selected by the Secretary 
of the Navy to lecture on international law and American 
dipiomacy at the War College at Newport. 

Capt. William R. Bridgman, U. S. N., retired, died 
Sept. 15 at Tacoma, Washington, while on his way home 
from the Asiatic Station. His death was the result of 
disease contracted while on this station. ‘The deceased 
officer was born in Towa, was appointed an acting mid- 
shipman from that state Nov. 29, 1859, served in the 
West Gulf blockading squadron, 1861-62, heing present at 
the passage of Forts Jackson and St. Philip and the 
Chalmette batteries and at the capture of New Orleans; 
was promoted Sept. 16, 1862, and served in the Missis- 
sippi Squadron in 1862-63, being present at the capture 
of Arkansas Post and at several of the actions near 
Vicksburg. He served in the Niagara, 1863-64, being pro- 
moted to lieutenant Feb. 22, 1864: in the Lancaster, in 
the Pacific, 1864-67, being promoted to lientenant-com- 
mander July 25, 1866: in the Minnesota, 1867-68; in the 
Contoocook, 1868-69: in the Sabine, 1869-70, and in the 
Constellation, 1871-73. He commanded the Palos on the 
Adriatie Station, 1873-76. He was promoted Commander 
Sept. 21, 1876, and Captain Jan. 10, 1892; commanded 
the Baltimore July, 1892, to July, 1894, except during the 
International Naval Review, last year, when he was chief 
of the staff to Rear Admiral Gherardi on the Philadel- 
phia. 

Commodore Edward Yorke McCauley, U. S. N., re- 
tired, a gallant officer with a distinguished record, died 
Sept 14, 1894, at Jamestown, R. I., where he had a 
summer residence. He had been ill for some months. 
The deceased officer was appointed midshipman in 1841, 
attained the grade of lieutenant in 1855, and resigned in 
1859. In 1861 he re-entered the service as acting lien- 
tenant and served with great efficiency during the war. 
After the war he was Fleet Captain of the North Atlan- 
tic Squadron, commander of the Portsmouth and # oston 
Navrv Yards, and Superintendent of the Naval Academy, 
hesides commanding the Lackawanna on the Asiatie 
Station. He was retired Jan. 25, 1887, at his own re- 
anest after 40 venrs’ service. The remains were taken to 
Philadeplnhia, Pa., for interment. At the funeral ser- 
vices at Jamestown Chaplain Holloway officiated. The 
bearers were Comdr. F. W. Dickins and Surgeon Price, 
of the Training Station: Lient.-Comdr. Belknap, of the 
Tornedo Station. Commanders Perry and Leary and 
and Captain Flack and Commander Ueglas, of the Swed- 
ish Navy. The escort of marines was in command of 
Tient.-Commander Bleecker, of the War College class, 
Cantain Musee. 

Major Thomas Turtle, Engineer Corns, died at his resi- 
dence, 2108 G St.,. Washington, D. C.. Sept. 18. The 
news of his death waa a great shock to his manv friends, 
as it was not generally known that he was sick. He 
was a strong, robust-looking man, and was supposed to 
be in the best of health. He was at the War Department 
attending to his duties as usnal up to last Fridav. That 
day he told his associates that he was not feeling well. 
He went home, and sank rapidly until death ended his 
sufferings early Tnesday morning. His death is at- 
tributed to peritonitis. He leaves a wife and three 
children, all of whom were with him at his last mo- 
ments. Major Turtle was an engineer officer of superior 


ability, and his death is a serious loss to the Army. He 
Was a most genial, companionable man, and had a host 
of friends. e was a native of Ireland, and was 
April 7, 1844. He was appointed to the Military Acad- 
emy from Massachusetts and graduated fourth in his 
class in 1867. He was promo to be a captain in 1881 
and was promoted a major about a year ago. During his 
service he has been stationed in nearly every section of 
the country. At different times he has been in charge of 
the defenses of Washington and Baltimore, of Forts 
Jefferson and Taylor, in Florida, of river improvements 
in Scutheastern Texas, of the harbors about New Or- 
leans, and from March, 1885, to April, 1887, he was 
secretary and disbursing officer of the Mississippi River 
Commission. Since April 9, 1887, he has been stationed 
at the War Department, serving as Shae ee in 
the office of the Chief of Engineers, a member of the 
United States Board on Geographic Names, and was a 
member of the Board of Engineer Officers to report. on a 
dam in the Allegheny River below Hern’s Island. Major 
Turtle was one of the best representatives in the military 
service of those qualities which have given our Engineer 
Corps an international reputation for fidelity and efti- 
ciency. No officer in the corps was held in higher esteem. 
He was so thoroughly devoted to professional work that 
he was never quite content with his ition as an as- 
sistant in the office of the Chief of Engineers, and his 
presence there was due rather to the wishes of his chief 
than to his own choice of work. At one time he was 
suggested for Engineer Commissioner of the District of 
Columbia, but the suggestion never met with favor from 
him. He had no interests or ambitions beyond the strict 
line of professional work, except as they related to the 
little family, to which he gave the zealous devotion of a 
loving and faithful husband and a tender and judicious 
arent. His home life was an ideal one, and the change 

is death makes in that family circle, of which he was 
the pride and hope, can only be realized by those who 
knew him and them. Mrs. Turtle was the daughter of 
the late Martin Lewis, of Baltimore, who for many years 
represented the Danish Government at that port as ite 
consul. To his children Major Turtle leaves the priceless 
inheritance of an honored name, one that will always be 
associated with fidelity to duty and the highest principles 
of manly obligation.

The trial of Capt. W. P. Goodwin, 14th Inf., at Vancouver 
Barracks has been concluded. Captain <oodwin's testimony 
in his own behalf was valuable, and he gave it without hesi- 
tancy. It was in perfect accord with his own witnesses, and 
also in general corroborated Lieutenants Martin, Bradley and 
Slade, and Dr. Carter, witnesses for the prosecution, in point 
of time and place, but in certain instances flatly contradicted 
the statements made by them concerning certain conversa- 
tions held at various times between himself and Lieutenant 
Martin and others. On the charge of absence without leave 
he testified in part as follows: “I did not eat my breakfast 
because my tongue was so much swollen from an abscess 
and was so sore, I could not eat. I drank some coffee and 
went to the hotel. From there I went to the postoffice, and 
stayed there a few minutes, and then went back to the hotel, 
I sat down in a chair and began reading the morning paper. 
A casual acquaintance of mine came up and informed me that 
a train loaded with fresh troopg had just arrived. I gianced 
up at the clock and noticed thaf it was just 10:10 a. m., and 
then held a short conversation With General Carlin and rushed 
down the street in the direction of the depot. Coming up to 
where Lieutenant Martin,, Dr. Carter and several other per- 
sons were standing, I noticed Lieutenant Martin was wearing 
his sword, and I said, in a jocular way: ‘Well, well, well, 
what does this mean?’ Lieutenant Martin replied: ‘You know 
very well what it means. You know very well you were to 
leave Spokane on this train; you have neglected your duty as 
captain of your company; you have deliberately absented 
yourself, and I have been compelled to perform your duties.’ 
I reprimanded him severely for addressing me as he did, and 
threatened to have him arrested and confined in one of the 
ears for insubordination and improper conduct if he did not 
desist. He said he wou!d talk as he pleas@i, and that I had 
not heard the last of this affair." The teftimony of Captain 
Goodwin concerning the charge of drunkenness on dress pa- 
rade accorded substantially with the eyidence given by Maj. 
D. W. Burke, Captain McCammag, Coldnel Theaker and Lieu- 
tenant Hasbrouck. He attribuled the cause of the extra 
pace taken by him in advance of the line of officers, when 
they halted to salute the commanding officer on that eccasion, 
to the dry and slippery condition @#f the grass on the parade 
ground. The captain emphatically denied, in answer to ques- 
tions of counsel, of being in any manner under the influence 
of liquor, or otherwfse than perfectly sober and in possession 
of all his mental facuities and capable of performing properly 
his military duties on each and all of the dates mentioned in 
the charges against him, namely, on July 21, 23 and 24, at 
Spokane, and on July 30, while on dress parade at Vancouver 
Barracks.

After a conference with Secretary Herbert on Sua- 
day last in regard to the superintendency of the Naval 
Aeademy, Rear-Admiral Walker left Washington for 
his old home in New Hampshire, to be absent for sey- 
eral weeks. This circumstaace indicates pretty con- 
clusively that there has been a hitch in his assign- 
ment to the Academy. In fact, Secretary Herbert has 
intimated that scme other officer will succeed Cominv. 
Phythian. It is said that Rear-Admiral Walker had 
some extreme views in regard to the management of 
affairs at the Academy with which the Secretary could 
not altogether agree, and as a result the 9ssigument 
fell through. In addition to asking that the control 
of the Academy be transferred from the Bureau of 
Navigation direct to the Secretary, as stated in the 
Journal last week, Rear-Admiral Walker, it is stated, 
wished to make his own selections of the heads of the 
various departments at the Academy. and in some 
instances he desired to substitute civilian professors 
for line officers. The superintendency, it is believed, 
now lies between Captain Sicard and Captain MeNair. 

. 

The next meeting of the Ordnance and Fortification 
Board will be held in New York on Tuesday next. The 
question of gun carriages will be the main subject 
discussed and a test of the Gordon 10-in. carriage will 
probably be witnessed. A decision will also probably 
be reached to enter into contract with the Fueumatic 
Gun Carriage Co. for the covstruction of another oue 


of its carriages in accordance with the appro- 
priation recently made for that purpose. The 
Bethlehem Iron Company, having tested, with 


highly satisfactory results, the first of the high power 
guns under their three and a half million coutract 
with the Army, deliveries of these weapons will im- 
mediately follow. The contract calls for 25 S-inch, 3 
1W-inch and 25 12-inch guns of the highest quality. 
Many of them have already reached the finishing and 
ussembling point. 


We understand that a movement will soon be started 
to erect at West Point a suitable memorial to tbe late 
Col. Henry M. Black, who was so long commandant of 
cadets. Whether it will be a tablet or take the more 
stately form of a statue is not decided, and we pre- 
sume the decision will depend upon the feeling of the 
older graduates and the support they give. The im- 
portant work that Colonel Black did in the develop- 
ment of the Academy gives him a distinctive and im- 
portant place in our Army annals. It is unnecessary 
to repeat the story of his virtues. His memory re- 
ceives from hundreds of officers that peculiar devotion 
which is given to our first chief and never lost how- 
ever long life lasts. 


The article, “The Care of the Wounded in Time 
of War,” by Capt. James L. Powell, Assistant Surgeon, 
U. S. Army, in the “Journal of the Military Service 
Institution” for the current month, is of much interest 
at the present time and a contribution of value to the 
professional literature furnished by the Medical De- 
partment of the Army. The author’s varied and prac- 
tical experience enables him to furnish a paper which 
will commend itself to a large number of readers.

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REGIMENTAL TRANSFERS. 

The order for the redistribution of troops, which we 
publish to-day, has attracted great attention through- 
out the country. It is recognized as the mark of the 
end of the first great period in our history,the period of 
occupation in the face of hostile foes. Hitherto the 
Army has been cut up into many small and detached 
commands, and the unity which ought to prevail in an 
Army has been per force disregarded. It is remarkable 
that in these circumstances, lasting through genera- 
tions, we have preserved the true Army spirit so well. 
That we have done so is due to the superior intelligence 
of the American, however trained, but especially to 
the valuable service at West Point in setting up and 
maintaining a standard not merely of drill and knowl- 
edge, but of Army feeling and aspiration. To the men 
who have formed that admirable seat of training the 
country is indebted for one of its strongest elements of 
union. Under the changed conditions the daily life of 
the Army will now act more strongly to support this 
good work. The organizations will be kept together, 
and we can waintain with more thoroughness those 
conditions of regimental unity and pride which are 
justly regarded as of the highest consequence in all 
services. In general the order indicates that the policy 
outlined some weeks since has been followed. 
have been abandoned wherever it could be done judici- 
ously, and the forces are concentrated in a fewer num- 
ber of centers. The regiments that are to be brought 
East, in whole or in part, are the 3d and 6th Cavalry, 
the 13th and 17th Infantry, and the whole 20th In- 
fantry. Other regiments that merit a change, after 
long continuous service in the West, are compelled to 
wait by the heavy drafts upon the transportation fund 
this year. The system of garrisoning Forts Leaven- 
worth and Myer by separate companies will be aban- 
doned, in accordance with views that long have pre- 
vailed at headquarters, and the 20th Infantry wiil go 
to Leavenworth intact, and also three troops of {.e 6th 
Cavalry, with the Lieut.-Colonel. Four troops of the 
same regiment will go to Myer. The 10th Infantry. 
that has heretofore been scattered between five posts 
from the Pacific Coast to the Mississippi Valley. will 
now come together at Sill and Reno, while the whoje 
5th Regiment, formerly occupying five stations, will be 
assembled at Fort McPherson, Ga. Columbus and 
Jefferson Barracks will become regimental posts as soon 
as their quarters can be extended sufficiently. Davids 
Island will be occupied by thé artillery and I'ort Co- 
lumbus by infaniry. Ultimately the latter will receive 
a full regiment. The total number of companies now 
serving east of the Mississippi is 100, but in future it 
will be 119, occupying 31 posts. The number of posts 
remaining west of the Mississippi is 49, garrisoned 
by 245 companies, without counting the Indian com- 
panies, of which there are 7. It will therefore be seen 
that not more than two-thirds of the Regular Army 
still remains in the West. When the two new posts, 
in Montana and Arkansas, are completed other points 
will be given up and the troops still further concen- 
trated. As respects geographical departments, Gen- 
eral Howard's command will be increased by 19 com- 
panies, the Department of the Platte loses 7, Colorado 
4 and Dakota 8. There is no present intention of creat- 
ing any new geographical department or of discontinu- 
ing any of the present ones. 


Posts 


The world is waiting with curiosity for the next 
move in the Asian war. The victory at Ping-an was 
so decisive that the Japanese undoubtedly have it in 
their power to occupy the passes in the northern boun- 
dary of Corea and cut off the land routes from China. 
Practically the whole of Corea is in their hands and 
they are nearly free to reduce whatever local disturb- 
ances that may arise at their leisure. Although their 
treaty with the King binds them to surrender the 
country as soon as its independence from China is 








secured, we do not look upon that as even a possible 
results of the war, unless foreign powers intervene. 
The government of Corea is thoroughly bad and it will 
never be independent while it is so weak and corrupt. 
The chances are that the end of this century 
will be memorable as the date when Japan secured a 
permanent footing on the mainland of Asia, cr added 
Formosa to her string of islands. The latter project 
has been dear to her hopes for a long time, and there 
have been indications lately that the island was rather 
closely watched. In fact, the greatest weakness of 
Japan in this war has been the amount of work 
crowded on her navy. Formosa has been watched, the 
Chinese fleet kept at bay, reconnaissances made 
against Port Arthur and Wei-Hai-Wei, and all this in 
addition to the constant work of convoying troops to 
Corea through Chinese waters and in the face of 
China’s best fleet. " 

We have spoken before of the abounding confidence 
which Japan has displayed in the superiority of her 
army and navy. Several days before the battle of 
Ping-an, the despatches announced that bets were 
laid in Japan that they would occupy either Moukden 
or Peking before Nov. 3. The former can be reached 
by land, but only by exposing the army to flank 
attacks over a march of 200 miles or more. This might 
not deter the confident Japanese, but both places can 
be reached by sea, and the seizure of the Miaotao Isl- 
ands, covering the entrance to the Gulf of Pechihli, 
may be significant of an intention to take the sea 
route in any advance upon the mainland. It is quite 
likely that the next important operation will be carried 
out by the Japanese navy. The Chinese appear to an- 
ticipate this, for the news is that they have massed 
all the naval strength they can collect in the Gulf of 
Pechihli. 

The Chinese fleet occupies a strong position and 
probably can give a better account of itself than the 
army did, but the resolute spirit of their enemy will 
go far toward neutralizing any feeble efforts on their 
part even if iron walls do protect them. 


Most of Lieut. Peary’s party have returned from their 
Arctic expedition, but the leader, with two companions, 
remains for another season’s work. It has been a bad 
year for Arctic exploration. The winter and spring 
have been excessively severe. Last year, when the 
Falcon took Peary’s party north, she steamed up Bow- 
doin Bay wholly un'mpeded by ice and seeing only a 
few icebergs dotting the water surface. This yezr slie 
found the same waters crowded with ice, and was 
three weeks later in reaching his winter quarters. Peary 
r.newed his work by attempting a march over the ice 
cap toward the scene of his surveys in 1892, but he was 
overwhelmed by a terrible storm, which killed several 
of his dogs and disabled several men. He was out al- 
together 45 days, but made oniy 125 miles, or 259 niiles 
including the return. In 1892 he was out 79 days, and 
travelled 1,300 miles. In this storm he was subjected 
for three days to a continuous hurricane, with the tcin- 
perature 50° below zero. Another occurrence which is 
said to be new in Arctic annals was a tidal wave which 
swept up Bowdoin Bay, and nearly wrecked bis winter 
quarters. One of the party (Astrup) succeeded in 
marking a part of the coast line of Melville Bay that 
had not been visited. A large number of reindeer were 
killed, and the party left is well supplied. The rigors 
of last spring may be followed by an unusually mild 
season next year, and the three companions n.ay be 
able to do good work yet. The explorer will have to 
get a new supply of dogs. having lost most of his first 
lot through a disease fatal to packs of Arctic hounds. 


The irony of fate is shown in the fact that the first 
war which yields the spectacle of determined fighting 
in modern ships with modern arms should have its 
field of battle far away from the sight of the great 
navies which have staked so much money and such 
tremendous interests on a great diversity of theories 
in construction and arming. The duel is not an unfair 
one, though one combatant exceeds greatly in intelli- 
gence and practice. The Japanese navy represents 
principally the swift, unarmored cruiser-type; the Chi- 
nese navy contains more ironclads. In all the fights 
so far, the Japanese have supplied in abundant meas- 
ure the dash and activity that their class of vessels 
need for success. They confront destruction boldly 
and win by doing so, but it cannot be said that they 
could do this with equal impunity to an enemy as 
resolute and skillful as themselves. No doubt we shall 
have eventually from the able and scholarly Japanese 
officers valuable reports on these battles, but the ques- 
tion of what will happen if the great nations get into 
a quarrel cannot be said to be answered by the com- 
bats in Chinese waters. Still, they do exhibit hearty 
fighting which the late South American rebellions have 
lacked. 


Although the smokeless powder furnished by the Cal- 
ifornia works for the new 30 calibre rifle has been 
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found satisfactory in every respect, it is said in the 
Ordnance Department that it will not be formally 
adopted as the standard powder until further practical 
tests of both this powder and that ordered frem the 
Leonard Company have been made. At the time the 
first contract for American smokeless powder was 
made, 5,000 pounds of each were ordered from these 
two companies, with the understanding that a further 
order of 10,000 pounds would be given to the firm 
whose powder proved the most satisfactory after the 
exhaustive proof. While the Leonard powder tested 
experimentally has shown excellent results, the com- 
pany manufacturing it has not yet furnished any of 
the 5,000 pounds ordered. The California company 
complied promptly with its contract, and as the 
powder furnished gave good results, it was given the 
additional contract. It is said at the Ordnance De- 
partment that another contract will be made in two or 
three months by which time the Department expects 
to formally adopt either one of the powders as the 
standard powder for the service. 


The War Department has a practical scheme in view 
for the contemplated revision of the new infantry drill 
regulations. The plan now is to have the work of 
revision carried out at the Infantry and Cavalry 
School at Fort Leavenworth. It is said that a board, 
mainly composed of officers belonging to the 20th 
Infantry, will be appointed to carry on the work in 
connection with the full regiment stationed at Fort 
Leavenworth. With the troops at hand to carry on 
experimental work it will be possible to perfect the 
book in such a way as to leave little room for further 
criticism. The subject is now under advisement by 
the Commanding General of the Army, and it is ex- 
pected that the board will be appointed within a very 
short time. 


Almost the first subject taken under consideration 
by Secretaries Herbert and Gresham upon their return 
to Washington this week, was the question of aug- 
menting the United States naval forces in Chinese 
waters. As a result of a conference between these 
officials on Tuesday last, orders have gone forth to 
expedite the depatiure of the Detroit, now at Norfolk, 
and the Machias and Castine, at New York. The De- 
troit and Machias are expected to be ready to sail 
by the 1st, and the Castine about Oct. 25. With the 
Charleston en route, and the Baltimore, Concord, Pet- 
rel and Monocacy, the new assigninents will increase 
the Asiatic squadron to eight vessels, all modern, ex- 
cept the Monocacy. Still further additions will be 
made if the situation docs not improye. 


Adjutant J. B. Goe, 13 th Infantry, in his historic 
sketch of that regiment in a recent number of the Jour- 
al of the M. S. IL. gives the following extract of a let- 
ter from Lieutenant-General Sherman, published in G. 
©. 6, Hdgqrs. 13th Inf., May 27, 1875: “I have always 
felt the warmest friendship and the keenest pride in 
the records and high military standard of the 13th In- 
fantry, and I know that wherever it may be called 
upon to pitch its tents,the officers and men will be gov- 
erned by such a high sense of professional duty as will 
make it a distinguished honor to the General of the 
Army to have been its colonel, and to the Lieutenant- 
General to have been one of its captains.” 


The detail of a new commander for the South Atlan- 
tic station will be made within the next few days. 
The choice is understood to rest between Commodores 
Selfridge, Norton and Phythian. The new commander 
will probably sail for Rio in one of the smaller vessels 
at present on the home station, as it is understood to 
be the intention to add another ship to the fleet. The 
Newark and the Yantic now comprise the squadron. 
the latter being at Montevideo and the former will 
soon be en route from Cape Town, Africa, to Rio. 


The Board of Officers at Fort Leavenworth to ex- 
amine enlisted candidates for promotion have been 
directed to use their own judgment in the matter of the 
13 candidates who failed to come up to the physical 
standard, as stated lust week. While the candidates 
examined did not come up to the required chest meas- 
urement at forced expiration, they, in every case, how- 
ever, exceeded from one to three inches the reqnired 
chest mobility. The medical officers considered them 
nll physically sound and fit for promotion. 


The recent changes in the Army add materially to 
its effective. From recruiting stations about 1,500 men 
return to the colors, and there are 150 Indian scouts 
who will be replaced by enlisted men, altogether an 
increase of about 7 per cent. on the number of men 
formerly with their regiments.

Various Naval Items. 

The old wooden cruiser Alliance, which is now under- 
going repairs at the Norfolk Navy Yard, after a long so- 
journ at Samoa and Hawaii, is to have her old battery re- 
placed by modern armament. Her four ancient 9-inch 
smooth-bore guns, the 8-inch muzzle-loading rifle, which 
served as a bow chaser, and the 60-pounder muzzle-loader 
astern, are to be succeeded by half a dozen 4-inch rifles, 
four 6-pounders, and two 1-pounders, all of the rapid-fire 
type, this battery being similar in all respects to that re- 
cently placed on the Essex. 

The monitor Puritan sustained slight injuries while 
being docked at the New York Navy Yard last Saturday. 
Two of the forward bilge blocks were, through an acci- 
dent, placed a few inches too high. The bottom of the 
dock was covered with water when measurements were 
taken, and the sounding rod landed on a piece of pig iron, 
instead of on the bottom of the dock. As a result two 
of the bilge blocks were placed out of plumb with the 
others, and when the monitor settled into place the two 
blocks made an indentation in her forward plates. As 
soon as it was discovered the blocks were knocked away, 
and Thursday, workmen were sent to hammer the in- 
dented plates into their former shape. This they found to 
be an easy task, as the indentations were neither very 
deep nor very long. The total cost of repairing the dam- 
age is estimated by the naval constructors at between 
$20 and $30. 

It is expected that at least 50 per cent. of the entire 
naval force of the United States will take out naturaliza- 
tion papers in compliance with Orders No. 430. About 40 
per cent. of the force are foreigners, though from 80 to 55 
per cent. claim residence here. 

The Machias will go to China and is expected to get 
off the latter part of the month. One reason for her 
prompt departure is the necessity of returning the valu- 
able Vatican relics, which have been in the custody of 
the State Department since the close of the Chicago Fair. 
From Civita Vecchia the Machias will proceed through 
the Suez Canal to Yokohama. 

Rear-Admiral Kirkland reported his arrival in London 
Sept. 10 by cable to the Navy Department. He as- 
sumed command of the European squadron on the Chi- 
cago at Southampton on Wednesday. 

The Miranda party of would-be Arctic explorers have 
returned to New York. Their story of ill luck is with- 
out a break. One of the party said: “From the time. we 
left the pier until we returned we seemed to have had bad 
luck. We rammed a lighter, and Capt. Farrell signaled 
the engineer to back, but he went forward instead, right 
into the pier. The second time our ill luck struck us was 
when somebody put an iron screw or something right 
where it threw our compass out, so that we had to put 
into St. Johns, Newfoundland, for several days until 
it was adjusted. That was on July 15. On the morn- 
ing of July 17, at 8 o’clock, we struck an iceberg, and 
stove in a plate about 10 feet above the water line and 
on the starboard side of the bow. We were able to 
make temporary repairs in Cape Charles Harbor, and 
then steamed back to St. Johns, where the repairs where 
completed. Aug. 9 in leaving Sukkertoppen Harbor we 
were warned to keep well out in order to avoid a reef 
that almost encompasses the harbor. We kept too far 
out and ran on a reef that in an ordinary sea we could 
have cleared. This finally caused the foundering of the 
Miranda.” On the whole, the scientific men do not seem 
pleased. They lost clothing, books and instruments and 
one of them said: “The Miranda was no more suited to 
eens waters than an egg would be for a billiard 
ral. 

Captain Wilde, Naval Secretary of the Light House 
Board, who is on an official tour of inspection of the light- 
houses along the Atlantic coast from New York to Bos- 
ton, Mass., stopped at Scotland Light, Sandy Hook, 
N. Y., for a day or two for the purpose of witnessing 
electrical experiments conducted to determine the prac- 
ticability of communicating by means of a submarine 
cable from the shore to lightships riding at anchor. 

Orders have been issued by the Navy Department that 
all vessels belonging to the Bering Sea fleet, with possibly 
the exception of Yorktown, be placed out of commission 
upon arrival at Mare Island. Their crews will then be at 
the disposal of the Department and will be utilized in 
manning the new vessels, or those on which the repairs 
have been completed. 

The annual inspection of the marines stationed on the 
Atlantic coast will take place within a few weeks. The 
duty will be performed by Colonel Haywood, commandant 
of the Marine Corps, and Major Reid. The officers will 
go from the northernmost point on the Atlantic coast 
where marines are stationed, to Port Royal, N. C. The 
inspection of the marines on the Pacific coast will take 
place next spring. 

The Navy Department has received a report from 
Commander Thomas, of the Bennington, on the sickness 
on board his vessel while at La Libertad, Salvador. The 
report states that besides a number of cases of remit- 
tent fever, of which Surgeon Hibbett was also ill, one 
ease of yellow fever developed. The case was that of 
2 member of the crew. It progressed so far that he had 
what is known as black vomit. The greatest sanitary 
precautions were taken, and he recovered. Nearly all 
the crew, Commander Thomas’ report states, were ill 
while the vessel was in Salvadorian waters. Later news 
is that an epidemic of yellow fever of malignant type 
prevailed at Nicaragua and Granada, and that strict 
quarantine was being maintained at Bluefields. Consul 
A. L. Pollock reported to the State Department that 
the port of La Libertad had been closed to Pacific Mail 
ships on account of the yellow fever. The Consul added 
that while the condition at La Libertad seemed satis- 
factory, the disease was not abating at San Salvador. 
The cases are sporadic and likely to remain so; they 
are more pronounced in their characteristics and are no 
longer confined to the poor. Several Americans have 
been attacked, and among them the Consul, who suc- 
cumbed to the fever a week after his despatch. The an- 


nouncement of his death was a painful shock to. the offi- 
cers of the Department of State, as Mr. Pollock was held 
in very high regard on account of his devotion to duty 
during the Salvadorian revolution, and the resultant com- 
Eenaees with this country over the Ezeta incident, and 

is determination to stick to his post during the present 
yellow fever epidemic. Mr. Pollock was a native of 
Austria, but was a citizen of Utah when he was sent to 
Salvador, on Sept. 28, 1893. 

Commander O’Neill, of the Marblehead, has shown the 
Nicaraguans that he will stand no foolishness where 
American interests are concerned. A report has been re- 
ceived'at the Navy Department from that officer stating 
that he had been compelled to demand of General Cabe- 
zas, commanding Nicaraguan troops at Bluefields, to re- 
turn to its owners a tug that had been seized by Cabezas. 
The tug was the property of Americans residing in Blue- 
fields. No trouble was experienced in getting the tug 
returned. The marines which were landed at Bluefields 
are again on board the Marblehead. Captain O’Neill says 
the reason he did not protect Lampton and the other 
Americans arrested by the Nicaraguan authorities was 
because they have been guilty of criticising the Govern- 
o—- action in dealing with the rebellious Mosquito 

ndians. 


Rear-Admiral Meade has approved the recommendation 
of Capt. Sumner, of the U. S. S. Columbia, that a light 
draught vessel be sent to Nicaraguan waters for duties 
there, and has forwarded the communication in relation 
to this matter with his approval to the Navy Depart- 
ment. Capt. Sumner states that the presence of a light 
draught vessel would be of incalculable advantage in pro- 
tecting American interests. It could penetrate into the 
interior by means of streams along which American in- 
terests lie. There is talk of sending the Vesuvius to that 
section, and she will probably go if the Department 
agrees with Rear-Admiral Meade and Capt. Sumner. 

Rear-Admiral Richard W. Meade is said to find just 
fault with the way the vessels on the Nicaraguan station 
have been moving around without notice to him of their 
movements. It is understood that he has written to the 
Navy Department asking if any instructions had been 
issued to Capt. Sumner, of the Columbia, or Commander 
O'Neill, of the Marblehead, directing them to send their 
official despatches direct to the Department, instead of 
through him, as Commander-in-Chief of the North At- 
lantic station. The Department, in reply, said that it 
had not. As a result of Rear-Admiral Meade’s communi- 
cation, Capt. Sumner has had his attention called to the 
Navy regulation which prescribes that official matter 
shall be communicated to the Department through the 
commander-in-chief. 


Mr. Charles H. Cramp visited the Navy Department 
and had a conference with officials relating to payments 
long overdue to his firm. It is understood that among 
these are accounts aggregating about $70,000 on the 
cruiser Columbia, though she has been in active service 
at Bluefields since July; and nearly $30,000 for the ex- 
yenses of the trial trip of the Minneapolis. It is said that 
{r. Cramp would also like Secretary Herbert to accept 
the battle ship Indiana, subject to the same restrictions 
as were imposed in making payments on the Massachu- 
setts, as the delay on the vessel has been due to the fail- 
ure of the armor manufacturers to furnish material. 

M. Lockroy, who was sent by the Naval Committee of 
Inquiry to examine into the condition of the fortifications 
at Toulon and the efficiency of the French war vessels 
stationed there, says that when the torpedo fleet at Tou- 
lon was inspected, out of 51 vessels only 5 were in con- 
dition to proceed at once to sea should the necessity have 
arisen, 

The torpedo boat Ericsson had a two-hours’ run on 
the Sound last week. As she was coming into the New 
London harbor she kicked up such a swell that two pri- 
vate launches narrowly escaped wreck. From one of 
them a sailor was washed overboard. . 

The steam whaler Falcon arrived Sept. 15 at St. 
John’s, N. F., with 11 members of the Peary expedition, 
including Mrs. Peary and her year-old daughter and 
nurse. Civil Engineer Peary, unable to carry out his 
explorations this year, remains another year in the North, 
and next spring will attempt the solution of those geo- 
graphical problems the elucidation of which has thus far 
been denied him.

READER.—Pay clerks are usually selected by paymasters 
from their personal friends. They must haye a good knuow!l- 
edge of bookkeeping and business methods and must be either 
known permeneity to the paymaster or come highly recom- 
mended, The highest pay of a pay clerk is $1,800 per annum, 
the lowest $1,000. There is no chance for promotion and 
no work except that of pay clerk. 

S.—The clause in the act of Aug. 1, 1894, making appropria- 
tions for fortifications,etc.,reads: **That all material purchased 
under the foregoing provisions of this act shall be of Ameri- 
can manufacture, except in cases when, in the judgment of 
the Secretary of War, it is to the manifest interest of the 
United States to make purchases in limited quantities abroad, 
which material shall be admitted free of duty.”

8S. J. P.—The act approved June 30, 18v4, directs that the 
Aud'tors of the Treasury be designated as follows. The 
First Auditor as Auditor for the Treasury Department; the 
Second Auditor as Auditor for the War Department; the 
Third Auditor as Auditor for the Interior Departinent; the 
Fourth Auditor as Auditor for the Navy Department; the 
Fifth Auditor as Auditor for the State and other depart- 
ments; the Sixth Auditor as Auditor for the Post Office 
Department. 

J. T. T.—The position of drum-major in the regular Army 
is not provided for by law. It is simply an appointment by 
the regimental commander—with distinctive uniform—of the 
sergeant of the band, who stands tewards it In the light of 
first sergeant. It is a position sanctioned by custom from 
time immemorial, and came into general use in the British 
Army in the time of Charles Il. There was in earlier times 
in the royal household of Great Britain an officer called the 
Drum-Major-General, without whose license no one, except 
royal troops might use a drum, but the office fell into disuse. 

J. J. asks if there is any authority for allowing a bospl- 
tal cook any pay for his cooking work? Answer.—The act of 
Congress approved March 1, 1887, imposing among other 
duties that of cooking upon privates of the Hospita Compe 
discontinues the extra duty pay previously allowed to de- 
tailed hospital cooks; but in the spirit of G. O. No, 7, of 
7889, A. G. O., the Surgeon-General may authorize the pay- 
ment to hospital cooks of a gratuity out of the hospital 
fund, and it has been the custom to authorize such payment 
upon the application of the pust surgeon whenever the state 
of the funds warrants the expenditure. See Cir. 4, of 1889,

THE STATE TROOPS. 


EFFICIENCY OF THE NAVAL MILITIA. 

The reports of the boards ordered to ascertain the 
efficiency of the Naval Militia of Connecticut, New York 
and Peinsylvania are interesting. The time spent in the 
inspection was four days, and to each State was as- 
signed one of our Navy vessels. Connecticut sent 4 of- 
ficers and 62 men to the Atlanta, who drilled before 
Lieut. J. B. Murdock, Ensign P. Symington and Naval 
Cadet R. H. Osborn. New York had 15 officers and 188 
men on board the San Francisco, who -were inspected 
by Lieutenants B. A. Fiske, A. C. Hodson and W. J. 
Seers. Pennsylvania sent 18 officers and 157 men to 
the New York, where the bourd was composed of Lieut.- 
Comdr. E. D. F. Heald, Lieut. Jno. F. Parker and Lieut. 
R. B. Dashiell. There was therefore a total of 37 of- 
ficers and 402 men present. Only one of the reports— 
that on the Connecticut Battalion—gave the occupations 
of the men, an interesting question from many points of 
view. There were in that force 24 clerks, 11 students 
(Yale University), 5 lawyers, 4 merchants, 4 salesmen, 
3 bookkeepers, 2 newspaper correspondents, 1 manufac- 
turer, 1 clockfitter, 1 draftsman, 1 boatbuilder, 1 banker, 
1 steward (hotel), 1 clectrician, 1 pressman, 1 civil engi- 
neer; total 62. The list is incomplete, but none of the 
men were from the sea-faring except the Com- 
mander, Executive and one Lieutenant of the Pennsyl- 
yania foree, and the Commander and two Lieutenants 
of the New York battalions who had been in the U. 8. 
Navy. Remembering that the force is almost exclusively 
made up of landsmen, with meagre experience of drill, 
it is not'surprising to read in the New York report, which 
may stand for the others too, that “the real professional 
knowledge of both officers and men while greater than 
might have been expected from their opportunities, is 
nevertheless far below that of the officers and men who 
hold the same ranks and ratings in the regular service. 
In other words, the officers and men of the Naval Militia 
hold ranks and ratings far above those of the officers 
and men of equal professional knowledge in the Navy.” 

The Connecticut report “From our experience 
with the Nava! Militia, the only case in which they seem 
to anticipate entering the Navy is as volunteer officers in 
time of war’ If such officers are needed, many capable 
men could be obtained from the Naval Militia of the 
States, but the reserve of seamen for manning the ships 
must be sought for among old men-of-war'’s men und ex- 
apprentices, rather than in the Naval Militia.” It is in 
this particular that the Naval Militia has not responded 
to the expectations of its projectors. We are glad to 
see that all the boards recommend the continuance of

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NEW SCHOOL FOR THE KANSAS GUARD. 

More than a year ago General Sears, of the Kansas 
National Guard, conceived the idea of a camp of instruc- 
tion and school of observation for oflicers of the Kansas 
State troops, to precede regular annual encampments, 
for the purpose of fitting them for their duties in camp. 
The plan was approved by Governor Lewelling and the 
Military Board, and arrangements were finally effected 
with the War Department by which a number of Army 
ailed to conduct the first camp, which 
This idea is unique in the history of the 
National Guard, and Kansas has taken the initiative in 
a system which will doubtless be adopted by many other 
t soon as they learn of the benefits which the 
Kansas oflicers have received during the past week.

selves creditably in the eyes of their late instructors. 
The large attendance of the officers of the Guard and 
the earnestness displayed im all the exercises and duties 
incident to the camp attest the great interest in this new 
means of instruction. We are indebted to Lieut.-Col. 
Jas. T. Pomeroy, A. D. C. to Governor Lewelling, for 
the following summary of the course of instruction pur- 
sued. 

The scheme has the unqualified approval of the post 
commandant, Colonel Townsend, who declares himself 
in favor of its repetition next year. Major Haskell, of 
the 24th Inf., Instructor of Infantry at the U. S. Infan- 
try and Cavalry School, who was selected to superintend 
the camp of instruction, set his seal of approval by the 
untiring zeal with which he conducted every detail of the 
duty assigned him. In fact, the entire corps’ of instruc- 
tors, which, in addition to Major Haskell, composed the 
assignment, simply overwhelmed their proteges, the 
Guardsmen, by the sedulous care and undivided interest 
with which they strove to make the camp instructive 
and valuable in every way. It was, therefore, with the 
deepest sense of gratitude that the officers, in executive 
meeting at the close of the camp, unanimously passed 
resolutions of thanks, especially expressing their esteem 
and kindest remembrances to these gentlemen. 

The plan adopted by the instructors and State Military 
Board was most admirable. In addition to the daily camp 
duties and drills, in which every Guard officer present, 
from Brigadier-General to second lieutenant (donning 
a blouse and carrying a rifle), participated, the plan pro- 
vided for a daily lecture by a professor in his specialty, 
followed by a quiz class and the next day by a practical 
and actual demonstration of its chief features by the 
troops of the post. Thus were combined all the schools 
of practice, theory and object lesson—a plan so success- 
fully pursued in modern medical colleges. On Monday 
night the students (for such the Guardsmen were) were 
entertained by Captain Swift, Sth Cav., who lectured on 
“Orders and Military Papers.” This is a very important 
subject to officers of all ranks, and a fuller knowledge 
of the underlying clerical principles would, in the past, 
have averted many a disaster in military affairs. ‘Tues- 
day night Captain Wagner, 6th Inf., Professor of Mili- 
tary Art and noted author on these subjects, portrayed in 
diagram and explanation the formation, modus operandi 
and purposes of outposts. 

The exemplification next day with garrison troops of 
reserve, line of resistance, picket and sentinels, conclud- 
ing with simulation of battle, was intensely interesting. 

On Wednesday night, Capt. W. D. Beach, 3d Cayv., 
Professor of Engineering and author of the new manual 
of Military Field Engineering, contributed very valuable 
information on hasty entrenchments. 

The next morning a line of works was thrown up by a 
detachment of garrison troops. The demonstration of 
this very important factor in defences was naturaliy a 
complement of the work of the previous day, the two to- 
gether forming the most interesting features of the week. 

Captain Sanno, 7th, Inf., Professor of Military Law, 
had a very attentive audience on Thursday. In point of 
value, this lecture was possibly the most important of 
all. ‘Though, from the very nature of the subject, the 
lecture was entirely theoretical, so far as direct and im- 
mediate demonstration go, yet the deductions which may 
be made in the light of past events and its susceptibility 
of future application render it invaluable to the soldier 
who has an earnest desire to fill the requirements of both 
a citizen and a soldier. The Captain said: “The law 
military is cumulative, not abrogative.” From which we 
are to understand that, when a citizen enters the Army or 
the Guard, his civil duties and obligations do not cease, 
but added duties are assumed. In addition to civie re- 
sponsibilities, with which we are mostly all familiar, he 
becomes amenable to a principle of government of which 
the average American citizen has little conception. The 
basic principle upon which the military institutions of 
the nations of the world are founded is obedience. The 
implicit and unquestioning obedience, on the part of a 
subordinate, to the orders of his superiors is as axiomatic 
in military systems as that a straight line represents 
the shortest distance between two points. It may be 
urged by the civilian that, in the execution of an order, 
aun inferior might become “‘particeps criminis” with the su- 
perior. But, as opposed to such possible contingency of 
the civil law, comes the well-established principle of mar- 
tial code that responsibility rests with the commander, 
and not with the executor. The duty of the latter is 
clearly defined and is thus unmarked by any entangle- 
ment of doubt or personal opinion as to the justice, 
legality or expediency of the act. This is the first, great 
lesson to be learned by the National Guardsman, and 
upon this foundation may be safely acquired all other 
requisites of the soldier. Especially in this direction 
has his deficiency found exemplification in the conduct 
of many officers of rank in this, our own, state, as well 
as in many others throughout the Union. The pressure 
of popular misconceived notions of free American insti- 
tutions is largely responsible for this condition, but it 
is imperative that the National Guardsman enlarge the 
scope of his mental vision in this direction, if he hopes 
to be marked by the eye’of the Army officer as a fit fac- 
tor and auxiliary in executive government. If there 
have, in the past, been any strained relations existing 
between the regular soldier and the Guardsman, it is sole- 
ly due to this defect in the latter, and for this reason 
the most eminent officers have sought to elevate the 
Guard and bring it in closer relation to the Regulars. 

Viewing the almost skeleton frame of our little army, 
they have believed that, in the hour of the nation’s need, 
around it, as a nucleus, must be mobilized a million or 


more of men, and thus it was that the idea was con. 
ceived of placing the Guard on a plane more commensp. 
rate with the degree of its importance, hoping that from 
this closer touch would be acquired a more martial per. 
sonnel and kigher conception of duty. A mutuality of 
feeling has thus sprung up which has warmed into a more 
direct interest. The Regular now regards the Guardsman 
as his protege, not a ridiculous imposter; his earnest 
pupil, rather than a presumptuous mimic. This desired 
consummation will be hastened by bringing the organiza. 
tions in frequent contact and the Guard will then progress 
rapidly towards the goal of advanced military science, 
Creedmoor Rifle Matches. 

The competitions for the State and Brigade prizes, shot 
for on Sept. 13, demonstrated marked improvement jp 
the shooting of teams over previous years. In the State 
match, the winning team, that of the 12th Regiment, jn. 
creased its score 67 points over what it made last year jn 
the same match. e teams from the 23d, Tist, 22 
and Sth Battalion also increased their scores in the aboye 
match over last year, while the 7th and 13th regiments 
and 69th Battalion were behind their record. In the 
Brigade contests the 7th, 71st, 12th, 23d and Sth Bat- 
talion all ran ahead of last year’s record, while the 224 
and 13th regiments and 69th Battalion ran behind. The 
contest for the Ist Brigade prize was won by the team 
from the 7th with 999 points out of a possible 1,200— 
the best on record ever made in the match, and 17 points 
in excess of its score as winners in the match last year, 
In the 2d Brigade Match, won by the team from 
the 23d Regiment, the latter was 43 points in excess of 
its score made last year, when it won the match. Some 
of the teams shot remarkably close and duplicated their 
scores at several ranges. The 7th Regiment made 257 
at 200 yards in the State match, 257 at 200 yards and 
257 at 300 yards in the Brigade match. The 12th Regi- 
ment made 237 at both the 500 and 600-yard ranges in 
the Brigade match. The 71st Regiment made 240 at 
200 and 600 yards in the State match, and 240 at 600 
yards in the Brigade match. The best score during the 
day at the several ranges was as follows: 200 yards, 7th 
Regiment, 257 points; 300 yards, Tth Regiment, 257 
points; 500 yards, 7th Regiment, 265 points; 600 yards, 
both the 23d and 71st regiments tie with 240 points, 
The highest aggregate team score during the day was 
that of 999 points made by the 7th in the Brigade match, 
being 2 points ahead of that of the 12th Regiment in the 
State match. The highest individual score of the day 
was made by Private J. Corrie, of the 12th Regiment, 
who put up 93 points ont of a possible 100. Full scores 
were made by Lieut. Underwood, 7th Regiment, at 500 
yards, and by Sergt. Janssen, 7th Regiment, at 600 yards, 
Private Corrie, 12th Regt., made a full score at 600 yards. 
The principal contest of the day was, of course, that for 
the State prize, and it was a battle royal between the 
7th and 12th regiments. It soon became evident that the 
latter team had reserved its energies for this contest. 
The conclusion cf the shooting at the 200 yards found 
the 7th men only 2 points ahead of those of the 12th; 
at the finish of the 300 yards the latter, however, pulled 
up 10 points, which made them 8 to the better of the 
men of the 7th, who began to realize that they had a 


stern chase ahead, and every point possible must be 
gained. It was the opinion of many that the men of the 


12th could not hold their lead. Spotters from the 7th 
would at once report the value of shots made by each 
mun of the 12th, and the Jatter would be fully informed 
of every point lost or gained by the 7th, and when the 
7th, at the finish of the 500-yard shooting, had made 11 
points more than the 12th, which put the 7th team 3 
points ahead, Captain Palmer, the captain of the latter 
team, looked a trifle relieved. The 600-yard range was 
the home stretch, and each team realized that it would 
have to work. Private Corrie, of the 12th, raised the 
hopes of the latter by making a string of bull’s-eyes, but 
when old reliable Van Heusen put a bull’s eye on the 
wrong target, and Corporal Barranger, of the same regi- 
meut, made two misses by reason of his sight having 
fallen, matters did not look so well for them. ‘To offset 
this misfertune, however, Licut. Underwood, of the 7th, 
fell behind in his score, as did several others, and the 
main spring of the rifle of Corporal Turner became dis- 
abled, making it necessary for him to use a different 
piece, which apparently demoralized him. This made 
misfortunes about even, and when at the close of the 
contest the team from the 12th was declared the winner 
by 10 points, or an aggregate of 9YVT against 9ST by the 
7th, their nearest competitor, they were heartily con- 
gratulated on all sides. They won the match fairly on 
their merits, and there are no “ifs” or “buts” about it, and 
Lieut. S. S. Stebbins, who captained the team, deserves a 
great deal of credit. He not only worked hard, but had 
the satisfaction of leading his team to victory with the 
highest score ever made in the match, and which had 
never before been won by the regiment. Below are the

The Naval Militia. 

NORTH OAROLINA.—Adjutant-General Cameron announces 
that the 2d and 3d Divisions, Naval Battalion, have been con- 
solidated to form one division. Hereafter the divisions of the 
Naval Battalion will be known and designated by the names 
of the towns or cities in which they are organized, thus: The 
Charlotte Division, the Wilmington Division, the New Berne 
Division, etc., and numerical designations for divisions will 
no longer be used.

The new $750,000 armory of the 13th Regiment presented 
a sorry appearance during the heavy rain of Sept. 18 and 19. 
The basement was flooded and the large drill hall covered 
with pools of water, in some places ankle deep. On the 
roof, leaks developed every 20 feet, which officers of the 
regiment say are due to the miserable quality of cheap tin used 
by the architect against the wish of Colonel Austen, who 
desired a first-class material, known as Gilbertson’s tin, to 
be used. 

The Signal Corps of the ist N. Y. Brigade, Captain Ives, 
was inspected at the armory, 34th St. and Park Ave., on Sept. 
13, the number present being 2 officers and 32 men. The 
inspection was made by Colonel ——~ we The corps had only 
moved to its new quarters a couple of days previous to its 
inspection, and were hardly ready for the ceremony, which 
was not up to its nusual standard. 

In the 22d N. Y. company drills are ordered to commence 
Oct. 1, the course of instruction prescribed by Colonel Camp 
being as follows: Three drills by squad under command of 
corporals, supervised by section platoon and company com- 
manders; 15 minutes will be devoted to the setting up exer- 
cises and 15 minutes to squad leading, and 45 minutes to the 
school of the soldier and manual of arms; one dril! by section 
under command of sergeants, the course prescribed for squads 
being followed as closely as practicable; two drills by pla- 
toons under platoon commanders; six company drills. ‘The 
Drill Regulations must be strictly adhered to,’’ says Colonel 
Camp, “and too much attention cannot be given to instruc- 
tion in the points of direction, distances, intervals and dress- 
ings.”’ Battalion commanders are directed to inspect the 
companies of their respective battalions monthly. 

Drill in the 8th Battalion will commence Oct. 1 by squads 
and sections, under squad and section leaders, and under the 
supervision of company officers. Not more than 20 minutes 
at the end of each drill may be devoted to company move- 
ments. Special attention will be devoted to the firing, fire 
discipline and military courtesy. 

Colonel Seward, 9th N. Y., directs company drills to be re- 
sumed on Oc‘. 1. Instruction will commence with the schoo! 
of the soldier, and at least one-half of the time each evening 


will be devoted to this drill, and for the months of October 
and November the several companies will be exercised with. 
out arms. 

The 7ist N. Y. will hold athletic games at the armory on 
the first or second Saturday in December. The games will 
be closed to members of the regiment with the exception of 
one or two events, which will be open to all amateurs.
